THE YOUNG DOMINION 


SOUTH AFRICA IS A MOST COS. 
MOPOLITAN LANB. 


It Has an tmmense Majority of 
Blacks Who Constitute a Serious 
Problem—Boers and British. Are 
Peacably Settling Their Differences 
and the Dutchmen Are Acquiring 


Education. 


British South Africa is the latest of 
our possessions to unite its four colo- 
nies, and the Cape of Good Hope, Na- 
tal, Transvaal and Orange River now 


form a United South Africa, writes a 
special correspondent of The Mont- 
real Star 

An enormous territory is this lying 
south of the great Zambesi River, all 
of which, with the exception of that 
arid and protitless strip known as 
German Southwest Africa, now be- 
longs to the British Kmpire; yet at 
what cost it been obtained. and 


retained ! administration and gov 
ernment has proved the fall of many 


an otherwise able statesman and _ sol- 
dier; its acquisition has only been 
gained by the colonists after strenu- 
ous and unremitting conflict against 
every conceivable kind of foe. tnter- 
necin wars ‘twixt English, Dutch 
and native races have marked the 
land with visible sears, and thus for 
the dates of the country’s history are 
fixed by such and such a rebellion or 
war, 

Even the land seems to have more 
than its due share of the primeval 
curse, for it is not fruitful, and the 
farmer has to face numerous pests 
such as rinderpest, red-water fever 
and other cattle diseases, which has 


so far baffled the experts who are em- 


ployed by the Government to make 
researches. But against all the draw- 
backs there is this one advantage, 
that it is a sunny land, when the 
sunshine is on continuously and so 
regular that occasionally a beclouded 
day comes as a relief. The newly- 
arrived Englishman always suffers 
from a red neck, which has led to 
the Dutchman’s term of contempt for 
the uitlander, ‘rooi-neck.’’ The Boer’s 
supreme contempt is aroused whea 
it sees a rooi-neck essaying lis first 


horse riding attempt or firing a rifle. 


This vast sub-continent is but 
sparsely populated, the black inhabi- 
tants numbering over six millions, 


and the European only a little over 
one million, 

Broadly speaking, there are three 
important Stituents in the popu- 
lation, (1) English, (2) Duteh, and (3) 
native; but over and above these ae 
people of all European and mauy Asi- 
atic countries. It is evident that the 
Immigration laws have been put into 
effect, with the result that the popu- 
lation as heterogeneous a one as 
ean seen anywhere, though this 
Statement applies to the towns of 
Johannesburg, Durban and Cape 
Town, the gate to the sub-continent. 
A walk along Adderley street will 
bring one in contact with complex- 
ions of every hue and shade, and 
upon the ear will fall conversations 
which will perplex the protessional 
linguist. Veritably, it isa land whieh 
might have been under the shade of 
the Tower of Babel. In the law courts 
and other official circles more inter- 
preters are employed here than un 
der any other British administration. 

The colonies of Natal and the 
Transvaal, not content with the difti- 
culty of keeping the native Kaffir and 
Zulu in hand, have added to public

politics what is known as the Indian 
problem, for years ago they intro- 
duced large gangs of coolies from 


Bombay to work in the banana and 
tea plantations, and also on railway 
construction. These wily hewers of 
wood and drawers of water served 
their terms of indenture, then settled 
in the land of their adoption, and to- 
day Mr. Ghandi, their champion, is 
a thorn in the side of the Govern- 
ment. 

This composite nature of the com- 
munity involves a splitting up of the 
actors of national life; churches, 
schools, public meetings, traveling 
facilities, ete., all have to be consid- 
ered and provided in this light. In 
the cities of Cape Town and Johan- 
nesburg are to be found all the Chris- 
tian churches of English origin, sev- 


eral European, as well as native and 
colored missions, and also Hindu 
temples and Malay mosques, 

The Dutch section of the popula- 


tion, as the name “Boer” (farmer) in- 


dicates, is, chiefly engaged in pastoral 
life. Until very recent years the Boer 


despised education, and was opposed 
to modern civilization and its inno- 
vations. He preferred the ox wagon 
method of locomotion, going at the 
rate of three miles an hour, and even 
after the construction of the main 
line from Cape Town to the Rand, 
many of the Boers held that the train 
ought to come to a stop on the veldt 
if its three days’ journey included the 
Sabbath. 

But a perceptible change is creep- 
ing over the Boers; they are begin- 
ning to recognize the value and ad- 
vantage of education, as being the 
first essential to the attainment of 
political power. The young Afrikan- 
ders are going to college, learning 
both languages, and many of them 
proceed to Leyden and Heidelberg 
Universities to study law. Had the 
advice of the younger generation of 
Afrikanders been followed, it is high- 
ly probable that the ultimatum of 
12399 would not have been despatched, 
for there would have been concessions 
made; but Oom Pau! belonged to the 
back-veldt school which was destined 
to be obliterated by the march of pro- 
gress. 


Whole Town Bought.

EDWARD AS MOTORIST. 


He Was an Enthusiast and Patron of 
the Toot-Toot Art. 


By the death of King Edward, mw 
toring in common with many other 
forms of sport has lost a muniticent 
patron. His Majesty was the proud 
possessor of a bakers dozen of motor- 
cars, most of which represent the last 
word in the automobile world, 

The King was immune from the 
tyranny of the number-plate, and his, 
ears were therefore innocent of the 
symbolism which appeals so strongly 
to the executive of the police-trap. |! 

A detailed description of all the 
King’s cars was issued to the police 
throughout the Kingdom — together 
with instructions that “all facilities” 
were to be given for their progress 
on the road. But this concern at 
headquarters was not sufficient to 
prevent mistakes. More than once the 
royal cars were held up owing to the 
interference of some oftticious con- 

stable, who was disappointed in 

his search for a number, and a con- 
siderable amount of time and breath 
has been wasted before he has been 
convinced that “the King can do no 
wrong.”’ 

Unhke his brotiier, the Duke of 
Connaught, the King was remarkably 
free from anything in the nature of 
a serious accident. He had break- 
downs in legion—-no motorist is tree 
from these little unpreventable incon- 
veniences but he always proved 
himself equal to the emergency by 
availing himself of the first handy 
vehicle and so avoiding becoming an 
Object of interest to all and sundry. 

A short while ago his car came to 
a sudden stop in Richmond Park. In 
@ moment a vast crowd appeared, ap- 
parently from nowhere, and enjoyed 
the spectacle of the King of England 
instructing his chauffeur in the true 
inwardness of the breakdown, show- 
ing him the best method of remedying 
the fault, and exhibiting in a number 
of ways his intimate knowledge of 
motor-car mechanism. He owed this 
Knowledge to Mr. Oliver’ Stanton, 
who, years ago, taught His Majesty 
eycling, and more recently made him 
a thorough master of the automobile. 

King bdward’s chauffeurs were all 
picked men. Most of them served in 
Scotland Yard, and have, at some 
time or other, driven the official mo- 
tor-cars of the police. How this idea 
of the King’s was carried out is in- 
teresting. One day a chautfeur in 
the employ of the Commissioner of 
Police was told off to perform some 


service for the King, and the fine 
physique and bearing of the man at- 
tracted His Majesty's attention. 


While this man was in attendance at 
Buckingham Palace something went 
wrong with a royal motor-car, which 
seemed to puzzle the Kings own 
chauffeur, and resist all his attempts 
at remedy, 

At last the man from Scotland 
Yard stepped forward, and in a tew 
minutes found a remedy. The King 
was so pleased that he asked the man 
to take service with him, and, the 
permission of the Commissioner being 
secured, the corps of policemen-chaut- 
feurs was inaugurated. As it was 
necessary for policemen to accompany 
the King almost everywhere he went, 
the men performed dual service, 

Although the King was extremely 
free from accidents, he had foresight 
enough to know that he was not in- 
fallible, so ne had a complete first- 
aid outfit attached to each of his 
ears. This miniature surgery weighs 
about six pounds, and includes an 
India rubber tourniquet to stop bleed- 
ing, several pairs of scissors and for- 
ceps, antiseptic swabs, gauze, band- 
ages, a variety of unguents and dress- 
ings, a selection of stimulative drugs, 
and a bottle of brandy. These con- 
tents are arranged in the order of 
their use in the eight different com- 
partments of a silver box which fits 
into a royal blue morocco case. 

On the lid of each case are detailed 
instructions, while on the front of 
each silver box is the inscription: “A 
Friend in Need is a Friend Indeed.”

EYEWITNESSES. 
A Test In a Psychology Class Shows 
Them to Be Unreliable. 

Some time ago Professor McKeever 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege performed an interesting experi- 
ment before a psychology class in 
which he staged a “holdup” in his 
classroom and afterward took testi- 


mony on the subject. The object was 
to test the reliability of eyewitnesses. 


Professor McKeever selected three — 
young men to stage the holdup and _ 


bad them practice their parts in his 
éflice, He also made note of their per- 
agonal appearance. They were instruct- 
é¢d exactly what to do and what to 
say. All of these things were placed 
fo a notebook in order that the testi- 
toony might be compared with the 
facts. 

The class of psychology had just as- 
tembled when in rushed Jones, who 
whirled about and pointed a wrench 
at his pursuerg aud exclaimed: 

“Stay back or I'll shoot!" Turning, 
he ran across the room and dropped 
to his knees, letting fall a small bag 
which be carried, saying, “There, take 
it!” and ran out of the room 

He was closely followed by Smith 
and White. Smith yelled, “Give it up, 
you scoundrel!” and grabbed the bug 
and ran out behind the other. White 
came in carrying a small revolver with 
the cylinder removed, yelling: 

“Take it from him, Eddie! He won't 
hurt you!" The play lasted only a few 
seconds, and Professor McKeever ap- 
peared very much agitated, but when 
the affair was over he told the stu- 
dents the object of the test and asked

thirteen ships, storm after storm fell 
on him. Only two ships arrived at 
the rendezvous, the Princess Royal 
and another. A third crawled in later 


on, her masts gone, and leaking bad- 
ly. Three. more had to turn back, 
battered wrecks, for England. The 


remainder, with signals of distress 
flying, put into various American har. 
bors. When Admiral Byron at length 
got them together and refitted, and 
was sailing for the West Indies, two 
of them were wrecked in another 
storm, He was reinforced and met 
the French off Grenada, made a blun- 
dering attack, and was badly mauled, 
being lucky to escape defeat und the 
loss of half his fleet. After that the 
Princess Royal fought in three battles 
under Rodney, and then went nome 
to Englund to be present at the sink- 
ing of the Royal George, and to take 
part with Lord Howe in the final re- 
lief of Gibraltar, which closed the 
great siege. Then came the war with 
the French revolution, and we see the 
Princess Royal in the thick of the 
midnight horrors of the fighting in 
Toulon Harbor when an ‘unknown 
eaptain of artillery’ Napoleon Bona- 
parte, drove the British fleet out head- 
long; Two fights with the French in 
1795, one off Genoa, the other near 
Toulon, make up the Princess Royal's 


record of eight battles. For some 
years after that the Princess Royal 


had her place in the Channel Fleet, 
helping to hold in check Napoleon's 
intended invasion from Boulogne, one 
of “those far-dlistant storm-beaten 
ships upon which the Grand Army 
never looked, but which stoed be- 
tween it and the dominion of the 
world.”’ Her end, to be taken to 
pieces at Chatham, came two years 
after Trafalgar, 

The third Princess Royal bore the 
effigy of Queen Victoria’s eldest 
daughter, the Empress Frederick, for 
her figurehead, A 91-gun screw-pro- 
pelled wooden two-decker of the “4l- 
ties’* of the last century, she made a 
name for herself as Captain Lord 
Clarence Paget's ship in the Crimean 
war, serving both in the Baltic cam- 
paignt und before Sebastopol in the 
Black Sea.

26,500 tons, the biggest warship ever 
yet laid down in the world,

How the Holy Day Is Observed In 
Montreal Prison. 


There are all sorts of reasons for 
going to jail. Probably the last one 
that would occur to the average mind 
as a motive for entering those gloomy 
precincts is a motive of piety. Yet it 
wes this and no other—though per- 
haps a pardonable leaven of curiosity 
was mingled with it in some cases— 
which attracted over a hundred visi- 
tors recently on the ‘‘Fete-Dieu” or 
festival of the Blessed Sacrament—to 
the Women’s Jail on Fullum street, 
Montreal, conducted by the Sisters of 
the Good Shepherd, to witness the 
solemn religious celebration of the 
holy day. 

To many of the strangers present 
this was a first glimpse of prison life, 
and it was so different from their pre- 
conceived notions of such a grim in- 
Stitution, that had they not been in- 
formed of the purpose of the building, 
few would have suspected its penal 
character. 

At three o'clock the assembled visi- 
tors were conducted to the third floor, 
places being assigned to them in the 
galleries overlooking the body of the 
chapel, which was already filled with 
the prisoners, women of all ages from 
thirteen to fifty or over, and the peni- 
tents, about equal in number, who, 
after the expiration of their term of 
imprisonment, voluntarily remain 
with the sisters to do penance for 
their misdeeds and learn some useful 
trade The prisoners, in neat dark 
blue or brown uniforms, made with 
little shoulder-capes (the color indi- 
cating the nationality, English or 
French-speaking, with black net veils 
on their heads and each wearing a 
medal suspended from a ribbon round 
her neck, filled one-half of the chapel. 
The penitents, on the right side, wore 
black dresses and white veils, with 
light blue medal ribbons. The sisters 
in charge wear robes of spotless white 
wool, those in the cloister being dis- 
tinguished by the black veil. The 
white altar, lavishly decorated with 
flowers and lit with many candles, 
showed richly ainst the crimson 
carpeted sanctuary. A male choir in 
the gallery led the musical portion of 
the service, the prisoners and peni- 
tents singing the responses with sur- 
prising fervor and sweetness. The 
celebrant and his assistants, in gold- 
colored vestments, were attended by 
white-surpliced acolytes and choir 
boys in red cassocks carrying beauti- 
ful lamps. 

The great feature of the Fete-Dieu 
celebration is the procession, when 
the Sacred Host is ried aloft’ by 
the priest in a gold ostensorium as an 
act of public worship and devotion to 
the Holy Sacrament. 

Two sisters led the way, followed 
by the prisoners, the penitents and 
the other sisters, all carrying lighted 
eandles and hymn-books. The choir, 
choir boys, acolytes, incense-bearers 
and priests came last, the visitors fol- 
lowing respectfully as the procession 
filed out of the chapel, through the 
long corridors, shining with cleanli- 
ness, and hung for the occasion with 
flags, banners and garlands of flowers. 

All through the immense building, 
upstairs and down, in and out of the 
large assembly and community 
rooms, and along the apparently-end- 
less lines of corridors wound the sol- 
emn procession, the floating incense 
and the sweet chanting of the bhymns 
penetrating to the remotest corners of 
the prison. Then out on one of the 
wide verandahs and down the steps 
to the vast garden it passed, into the 


bright sunshine and verdure of the 
lovely May afternoon At the east 
end a large crucifix is raised, and in 
the centre of the south wall a covered 
statue of St. Joseph and the Holy 
Child forms a sort of open oratory. 
Throughout the whole ceremony the 


behavior of the prisoners was as de- 
corous and reverent as possible, not 
the slightest hitch or interruption oc- 
curring to mar the beauty and _ sol- 
emnity of the celebration 

Returning to the buildings, the pro- 
cession re-entered the chapel, where 


a solemn benediction was given, fol- 
lowed by the singing of the “Te 
Deum,” the heartiness of the voices 
giving decided warmth and_ signifi- 
cance to the magnificent hymn of 
praise. 
A Literary Sensation. 
Mr. Charles A. Magrath, the stal- 


wart member of the House of Com- 
mons for the constituency of Medicine 
Hat, whose book on the immigration 
question has been one of the literary 
sensations of the season in political 
cireles, is the son of a man who was 
very well known in his life time 
throughout the Province of Quebec 
and astern Ontario—Mr. Bolton Ma- 
grath, of Aylmer, inspector of Protes- 
tant schools in the Province of Que- 
bec. The latter was a_ keen-witted 
Irish gentleman of the old school, and 
his humorous speeches and bright sal- 
lies were the life of many otherwise 
dry proceedings at’ the annual con- 
ventions of Quebec and Ontario teach- 
ers. His son, who was brought up as 
* land surveyor, went to the North- 
west thirty years ago, and from ordi- 
nary surveying and engineering work, 
became connected with irrigation and 
railway interests in Southern Alberta, 
and has been for years manager of the 
Alberta Coal & Railway Co, at Leth- 
bridge, which controls all the mines 
and most of the irrigation systems 
and railways in the vicinity of that 
city. In 13899 he married Mabel L, 
Galt, daughter of the late Bir A. T. 
Galt, who was the founder of the Al- 
berta Coal & Railway Co, He was a 
member of the old Northwest Legis- 
lative Assembly for two terms, and 
was first elected to the House of Com- 
mons in the Conservative interest at 
the last general elections.
